ive, the present retrospective. He 
ved all the committees would report 
their expenditures within the estimates, 
Since the close of the June session certain 
repairs had been made to wooden bridges, 
alao iron bridges constructed within tho 
county, which were substantial as well as 
ornamental, He thought iron bridges 
should, as rapidly as pombe take the place 
of wooden structures, He was satiafied 
with the work of all the committecs.

Tho Chairman of the Gravel Roads Com- 
tilttee repottid. He daid: There huts been 
expéaded an account of Gravel roads since 
the Ist Uf Tune last, the sum of $9,108; that 
the sum expended from the lst of Jan. last 
to let Juno, including $216 explided pro- 
viously by the former Chairman, was 83, 
064, making a total expenditure of $12,172, 
which amount incladéd thé expenditure in- 
eurred in the construction of flat bridges 
and tight and wire fences to prevent snow 
drifts. 

‘That tho amount apprppriated Has beon 
exceeded by the sum of $172, the greater 
part.of which was on account of moneys 
granted in 1884, and expended the same 
year and paid for out of this year’s appro- 
Triation, wisst $100 expended by the Reeve 
of Hungerford and $40 towards the con- 
struction of wire fences in the township of 
Tyendinaga. 

That your Committee found it impossible 
to keop the roads in auything like good re- 
pair with leas than the amount expended 
this year, and when you consider that the 
appropriation was $3,000 less than last year 
we think you will not say the excess was 
warranted, 

Mr, Ashley moved that the report be re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole on 
Ways and Mcons for an appropriation suffi- 
cient to meet the deficit in the estimates.

Upon the subject of winter feeding sheep 
the Amerfiéan Sheop-Breeder and Wool 
Grower . . 

““Thore is a wide differenée'of opinion ag 
to’ what sheep should be fed in winter, The 
old-time ides that sheep would “do*plenty 
well enough on bean-stalka and bockwheat- 
straw has been'protty genorally abandoned in 
thew enlightened days when stock-growing 
and’breeding keep pace with other lines of 
pfogress, There are tomb who still adhere

The Water‘ Used by Animals. 


Poor drinking water has killed much live- 
»took, and the following from the Rasiing 
Farmer ia pertinent: When we conaldor 
the.quality of the drink supplied to hogs we 
have yet greater cause to wonder that the 
amount of disoaso. ia not greator. Horses, 
cattle, andahsep are given comparatively 
clean water because they will uot drink 
filthy water unless forced todo so, and bs- 
cause the opinion justly obtains that four 
water Ia to them destructive of health; but 
hogs are given, or rather olrony cos aro 
Allowed to supply them with fo ater, be- 
cause Inherited tendencies and education aro 
such that they will drink foul water, and 
because the opinfon unjustly obtains that 
they are not #0 injuriously aifected fonl- 
ness of drink as are other animals, But we 
certalnly ought to know, and certainly wo 
aro fast loarning, that foul drink Is Just as 

roductive of » diseased condition of the 
dy when drank bya hog as when’ drank 
by ® horse, and ad wo learn more of the 
nature and cause of swine pisgue we under. 
stand that so far as the health of the animal 
{s-concorned, we would. better 
water to the sheep, cow, or horse than to 
thé hog, for foul water prolongs the life and 
favors the vigor of the bacillus, and when 
drapk dntrodioes the germa of this most yir- 
ulent of all swiné discascs directly into the 
bodily organs. Lf we would wafoly prosorve 
the health of our swine wo will not force 
them to drink water from pools, ditches, and 
creeks, but will bia td them with wator 
from a well protected from impurittos,

THE RED INDIANS, OF NEWFOUND- 
GLAND. 
BY/ALO, WINTON, 
(Concluded) 

In 1810 Mr, Peyton, doing a conaldorable 
trado in the northorn part of theisland, was 
considerably annoyed at having lost a large 
amount of property, which ad been taken 
hy the Indians, | He determined to go into

Iu Springticl!, the capital of the State, the 
saloons have been reduced 33 per cont., and 
the revenue from thin increased 281 per 
cent, 

In some of the smaller towns no licenses 
are issued, Prohibition being thus secured 
hy local option. In nearly if not quite all 
the rest, the namber of saloons has been 
greatly reduced, the revenue increased, and 
the amount of draukeiness and disorder no- 
tably diminished. 
( rthe whole State the revenue from 
s has been raised from $700,000 to 
ever $4,500,000, and the number of saloons 
brought down from 18,000 to abont 9,000, 
The best elements of both parties unite in 
enforcing the law, and as a matter of fact it 
is enforced, 
What is mentioned ju the report from Fay- 
ette County is tyjical, itis sail, of others, 
“Tn several small towns,” the report says, 
“in this county, the high license has practic« 
ally resulted in prohibition, there being no 
one in these places willing to pry the desired 
foo.” 
Such facts ave worth thinking about both 
hy those who are Prohibitionists, and by 
those who, thou not so far advanced, are 
anxious to promote, as they can, the canse 
of sobriety with its attendant blessings. 
High licenses cevtaiuly limit drinking, and 
they can be and ave enforced even in large 
cities, which are wanally the «difficulty anid 
stumbling block of Prohibitionists,

Woe have learned to fight with success a 
threatening eploemlo by concentrating our 
force on tho firet solitary case, hedging it 
around by removal of the well from the sick, 
or the sick fromthe well, We tnderstand, 
too, the importance of good house drairago, 
and the danger of poor plumblag, We also 
know that the alrof the chamber is never 
bottor than tho air of the collar, We havo 
come to comprehind the pousltility of 
stemping out the whole class of infectious 
diseases, Tho profession, to their honor, 
for it takes away thelr patients, is recogniz-

Vaccination. 


As a general rule, with some exceptions, 
one attack of an infectious disease protecta 
from « subsequent attack, Hence come the 
protective powor of cow pox againat amall- 
pox, the former being only a modified form 
of tho latter, That it does protect is plain 
—among other proofs—from the fact that 
in an important London ama)l-pox hospital 
not a nurse or an attendant has taken tho 
diseoso during the last thirty years, 

But it is not a complete protection. 
attack even of small-pox may bo followed 
by asecond, Hence a person who has been 
vaccinated should not needlessly expose 
himself, Indeed, a change from one climate 
to snothor often ends tho immunity, 

Voccination is now gonoral in England, 
and the freat majority of these admitted to 
tho emall-pox hospital have beon vaccinated | 

It fs not enough that a person can show a 
vacoine scar; it should be a good scar ; dis- 
tinct, dopressed, with a well, or a tolerab'y 
woll, defined edge. Of two thousand who 
died of small-pox at the hospital, at out one- 
twofth hada single indifferent acar. Nor 
fo a single good xoar enough. Of the same 
number, nearly four per cent, died having 
such a scar, Of one thousand four hundred 
and forty-nix having two good scars, about 
two per cent. died; while of five hundred 
and elghteon having three good soars, only 
about one per cont,; and of five hundred 
and forty-four having four or more, slightly 
over ono-balf of one por cent, or onein two 
hundred, died, lurther, of those who re 
covered, the two latter classes suffered far 
loss, and were far less disfigured by tho 
diseaso, 

Again, no one should trust to a more be- 
Hef, however confident, that ho has been 
vaoolnated, Of three hundrod and seventy 
such caxon of morely supposod vaccination, 
about one-fourth died of amall-pox, 

Still again thore is reason to bel’ove 
that the protective powor even of tho beat 
vacoination in infanoy expends itself within 
the first clghteon or twonty ycars, Henco 
no one should fail to bo re-vaccinated on 
ronohing adult ago,

Brtonape, Dec, 12.—A telogram fre 
front states that a long and 
mont took place to-day between Servians 
and Bulgarians, the town of Velik Ozoas 
waa wrented from the possession of two bat 
talions belonging to the Pierot division of 
the Bulgarian army, who attacked the Ser 
vians. On finding themsclyes outnumbered 
the Bulgarians made sigus thoy wished to 
surrender, Tho Servians, who were mos 
elderly men belonging to the second resor 
shouted in roply: ‘You have already de 
luded our children (imeaning the youths of 
the first reserve) in that fashion, bat you 
will not deceive us.” Thereupon they 
charged the Bulgarians with the bayonet, 
scattering them in every direction. The 
Bulgarians left many dead and wounded on 
the field, The Servians claim a brilliant 
victory. Much enthusiasm is manifested in 
Belgrade over the victory of the Servians. 

Loxpon, Dec, 15,—Such conflicting 
ports a ived of Saturday's tighting be- 
tween the Bulgarians and the Serviana on the 
frontier that no attempt is made by those 
intorested in the situation 
effect that the engapement will ha upon 
the negotiations for tho settlement of the 
Balkan dispute. The first reports may have 
exag erated the iinportance of the engage, 
ment, aw it seoms likely that otherwise some

strougth by dashing themselves ogai.st the 
comparatively strong positions of toe Britiah 
and the Egyptiaus near Lower Egypt rather 
than attempt to drive them back or pursue 
them in the desert. The prevailing teeling 
in Kogland, he said, seemed to justify such 
a course, as there is no disposition to seck 
empty honors by showing the military 
power of Great Britain to drive back a 
horde of half say euthusiasts. 


Home Rule for Ircland. 


Loxpox, Dec. 15 —The announcement is 
made in the morving papers that Mr. Glad- 
stone has addressed « communication to the 
Queen expressing his views on the subject 
of granting a parliament for Ireland, ‘Th 
communication was sent in Mr. Gladston 
capacity as a momber of the Privy Council, 
and is expected to havea profound influence 
onthe deliberations of Parliament. While 
it is pot known that Mr. Gladstone cham- 
pions au Irish parliament it is bebeved he is 
rently to try such o measure a8 an expori- 
ment. The Duily News says Lord Ash- 
cently compiled a wchome of Irish 
ne vule which was approved by Lord 
narvon, but which was rejected by the 
rest of the Cabinet, 
Mr. Gladstone's concession to Mr, Par- 
nell, if covrectly gtated by his close follow. 
ors, ought certainly to satisfy the Home 
Rule chieftain, for the Tories will almost 
certainly not yo su far, The scheme, it is 
said, includes a sub-Parliament sitting at 
Dublin, its members to. be popularly elect- 
ed, Ireland being districted for this purpose 
onthe same lines laid for the election of 
members to the British Parliament, The 
hodly is to have jarisdiction in all mattors of 
municipal and provincial regulation, includ- 
ing railways, canala, markets, interval uavi 
gation, highways, poor laws, cte, Of course 
purely national functions, such as of the 
army aud nayy, customs, and excise, will 
be mader the control of the Central Govern: 
ment, and a clause that is sure to cause 
imuch disgust in Iveland provides for the re 
tention of the powers of the Government 
police, who objects of most intense 
Ratred and suspicion among the. Irish peo 
ple. Mr, Parvell’s support of the measure 
as a whole igpovertheless confidently looked

Her Majesty’s Jubilee. 

It is a remarkabfe fact—one, indeed, 
without a parallel in our national history— 
that the impending jubilee will be, provided 
fate permits its realization, the second bel t 
in the same century. The last previous oc- 
currence of the kind was the jubilee which 
commemorated the fiftieth year of the reign 
D orge IIL, October 25, 1809, The 
pomp and circumstance, the triumphs and 
rejoicings of that year underlined one of the 
most eventful passages in the Enghish 
chronicle, It is worth looking on that pic- 
ture and on this, if Sonly for the sake of a 
contrast which is surely not calculated to 
discourage us. In 1809 we kept jubilee 
under «difficulties, The country was en- 
gaged in a mortal struggle with the master 
of Europe, and the orators of the Opposition 
in Parliament hemoaned the state of the 
country; pessimists in the press depicted 
the sword of the conquering Corsican threat- 
ening England as the sword of another ty- 
rant menaced Damocles, The retrospect 
stretched beyond a dozen yeara of almost nn. 
interrupted warfare back over an interval of 
littloglory and small progress in_ itself, and 
darkened by the incident of the Irish rebel- 
lion, to the great catastrophe which lost the 
American Empire to the mother land. In 
those days, as in ours, oracles, with whom 
the fear was offspring of the wish, saw dan- 
ger and difficulty in the future, as they saw 
only trouble in the present and disaster in 
the past. Theso elements were, indeed,

Cat two medium-sized bunches of celery 
into small pieces, add one quart of water,

Aa soon as it bolls, drop in the oysters and 
add the water from the colery, straining it 
off carefully so that no bits of celery drop 
in, Serve as coon as it bulls up, 

Roasting is the general way of serving the 
Christmas bird, aud variety {s chiefly made 
for filling and gravy. 

A medium-sized turkey will require two 
and a half or throes hours’ roasting; a large 
one will need to be cooked an hour longer, 
When placed in the oven the pan shoula be 
covered over the bottom to the depth of an 
inch with water, and more added from timo 
to time as it cooks away, The turkey must 
be basted frequently with the gravy in the 
dripping-pan, an at least once with oold 
butter, 

A good plain stuffing is mado by cutting o 
loaf of atal» bread into amall pieoos, addlag 
enough saltand pepper toseasonit high, 
and water soflicient to moisten thoroughly, 
but not to make it wo wet that it will not 
mould up into a firm ball, Stuff the turkey 
with this, filling the body and tho opening 
for the oraw, 

The above forms the basis offeeveral kinds 
of filling, whioh are variously flavored with 
8 ge, sweet marjoram, or thyme. It is wll 
toomitallsuch herbs unless it is known 
that they will suit the taste of all the com- 
pny, for it is better to have onlya plain 
stuffing than to make it unpalatable to even 
one or two, 

A nice stuffing le made by molstening two 
oupfuls of bread cr mbs and th» sam quan- 
tity of crackers, rolled, with boiling miik, 
sdding salt, pepper, and two hard-boiled 
eggs chopped fine, and mixing lightly but 
thoroughty, 

Whole oysters mixed with br ad-orambs 
make & most excellent etuftiog, which is liked 
by almost every one, Select «mall oysters, 
freo them from all bits of shell, and drain 
them dry ; add one-third as much bread- 
crumbs, moistened, as oysters; a liberal 
supply of moltod butter, salt, and pepper. 

A very good addition to the above is a oup- 
fal of very finely chopped colery, 

It must b» borne in mind, howover, that 
variety iu always more acceptable than samo- 
ness, and if celery is used in the oyst r 
soup, it should notslso appearin the staff 
ing, nor flavor the chopped oabbage, 

White or brown gravy may be made, but 
the latter is to be proferred. For white 
gravy pour offintoa pan a oupful of the 
clear gravy ; add one oupful of boiling water, 
two teaspoonfals of flour mixed smooth in 
one cupful of milk, and the juice of one large 
lomon, Stir all together until it has boiled 
for five minutes. To mako brown gravy, 
pour off all the contentsofthe dripping-pan 
excepting about two cupfuls of tue brown 
gravy attho hottom; to this add one ou 
ful of boiling water, and two tea-spoontu 
of flour stirred smooth in halfo cuptul of 
cold water. Cat up the livor and gizzard, 
and add them to the gravy when read 
pour into the bowl. This gravy shoul 
thin, smooth, and very brown.

clean water, then with soap amd water, 
Pall the skia when drying, to make it soft, 
Another recipe iu: Ly the wet okin ona 
smooth slab or hard board; scrape with 
dull koife until all loose flesh and film is re- 
moved; then wash off in # ft water. Take 
8 glass or stone jar, put in an ounce of oil 
vitriol anda gallon of rain or river water, 
Let it steop in this for about half an hour, 
Take it out, work it with the hands until 
dry, whon it will bo pliable and soft, The 
more worked the softer, Use no groasc,’ 

A visit to o friend’s house where the cls- 
tern water is very foul showed that every. 
body doosm’t yet know tho advantage of 
drawing from near the top, instead of the 
bottom, to have the water always sweet, 
By use of short pieces of common, fireman's 
hove, joints are easily made in pipe whioh 
aro water-tight, and by use ¢f a float the 
end of the pipe can always be kept near the 
top, My overflow pipe also connocte with 
tho Lottom of the olstern by a olose-fitting 
tin pipe with inch holes at the bottom.
